Plants held under 127-degree water for about 2 min- 
utes became relatively free from nematodes. And, by 
combining this treatment with the virus-free varieties, 
you'll get more berries—and longer life per plant. 


Miles and miles of rye 


Recent experiments show just why rye is such a valua- 
ble cover crop and green manure. 

When scientists washed the soil from a single 20- 
inch plant, they uncovered 378 miles of root, plus root 
hairs adding 6,000 miles more. With this mighty root 
system to release organic matter when the crop’ 
plowed under, small wonder rye has proved so effective. 


Meet oligomycin 


Newest of the plant antibiotics, oligomycin is receiv 
ing special attention as a weapon against fungi. ~

added virtue of not injuring plant bacteria as it acts.

Don’t cut narcissus flower stems 


How can you insure the graceful narcissus against 
losing its bulb strength as years go by? One answer, 
according to Washington State College researchers, ig 
to leave the flower stem uncut from year to year, 

Cutting the stem lowers production and quality, 
and over a period of time may kill the bulbs complete. 
ly. Clipping off just the bud, on the other hand, serves 
to keep the bulb’s efforts from going into useless seed 
production. 


Grass brown? Dye it! 


Southern and Western homemakers in particular will 
be intrigued with one new way to give brown Bermuda 
grass the fresh, new look of spring. 

Officials of the Phoenix Open Golf Tournament last 
February found this answer. They sprayed 60 acres 
of the faded course with green pigment at a cost of 
about $6.50 an acre for materials. This was a third of 
the cost of reseeding with ryegrass and involved no 
mowing later. 

Even a heavy rain during the tournament didn’t 
change the picture. The dye stayed as green and glis- 
tening as before—and none rubbed off on golfers’ shoes, 


Another crabgrass killer 


Alanap, a chemical originally recommended for weed- 
ing vine crops like squash and melons, is a new experi- 
mental control for crabgrass. Sprayed onto the soil be- 
fore crabgrass seed germinates, it destroys all crabgrass 
seedlings that appear for several weeks after treatment, 

One drawback thus far: Alanap may check seed- 
lings of permanent grass as well. This limits its use to 
several weeks before reseeding is done. 





Greenhouses of plastic 


Manufacturers have developed new greenhouse units 
which substitute inexpensive polyvinyl film for the 
conventional and more costly glass. 

Although not permanent, this plastic film is readily 
replaced whenever necessary. The result, a greenhouse 
that not only interests commercial growers, but gives 
home gardeners the pleasure of experimenting and 
learning before investing in a glass-roofed structure. 


What insecticides for vegetables? 


How much of the newer insecticides can we eat on 
vegetables with no ill effect? In some cases, none at 
all, reports the Food and Drug Administration. 

In establishing amounts permissible for vegetables 
sold commercially, government authorities have ruled 
that any detectable trace of the following insecticides 
will bar the produce from sale. 

Mercury compounds, hexaethyl tetraphosphate 
(HETP), tetraethyl pyrophosphate (TEPP), nicotine 
and nicotine compounds, selenium and selenium com- 
pounds, hydrocyanic acid, calcium cyanide, and 
several dinitro compounds. 

Most of these are actually so transient when used 
as insecticides that residues are not often found oa 
plants. In the case of nicotine and mercury compounds, 
however, there is a chance of some sticking to foliage. 
Nicotine sulfate, considered fairly harmless by many, 
is actually one of the most dangerous of all to man.

Called the back-pressure, arm-lift method, it was devel- 
oped in Denmark and has been used successfully for about 
20 years in the Scandinavian countries. 

When a person’s breathing has been stopped by drowning, 
gas, electric shock, or suffocation, act quickly, without wait- 
ing to move the patient, loosen clothing, or anything else. 

The body should be inclined so fluids drain better from 
respiratory passages. The patient’s head should be extended, 
not flexed forward, and the chin should not sag, which might 
obstruct the passages. Also check for obstruction by the 
tongue or foreign objects. These things can be done when 
placing the patient in position, or between cycles.

Detroit looks ahead 


Still more improvements in transmissions—with some 


surprising compression boosters—are slated for the 


months ahead. The goal: not horsepower, but kitten. 


smooth performance, get-away, and passing power 


Improved automatic transmissions 

In the opinion of many automobile ex- 
perts, no-shift driving has been the greatest 
single contribution in more than a decade 
to passenger-car driving comfort and ease 
of operation. Even more responsive, fully 
automatic transmissions will be available 
in several of the new cars to be introduced 
this fall. Engineers who have driven cars 
equipped with the new units claim excep- 
tional smoothness, excellent performance, 
and maximum economy. 

The variable-pitch principle, introduced 
in passenger-car transmissions last year, 
has provided another interesting approach 
to quick response. Variable pitch is an 
adaptation of a principle used in airplane 
propellers. The “propeller” of a torque 
converter unit is the stator. The blades of a 
variable-pitch stator swivel to get a better 
“*bite’’ on transmission oil for acceleration, 
then automatically change their angle for 
cruising. The present variable-pitch unit 
has only two blade positions. Development 
of a multivariable pitch unit is already in 
the advanced stages, according to informed 
sources. 


Performance outrates horsepower 

There is a growing opinion in Detroit 
that although horsepower may not have 
reached its peak, the emphasis on horse- 
power will soon begin to decline. Car pro- 
ducers will continue to emphasize per- 
formance. Top speeds are being raised 
only slightly. The big gain is in the middle 
range—where you need it for getaway and 
passing. Introduction of a variable-pitch 
transmission is regarded as an important 
engineering step because this feature im- 
proves performance throughout the entire 
range. 





New high-compression engines 


The apparently insatiable appetite of 
the motoring public for flashier perform- 
ance has stimulated the trend toward 
higher compression ratios in reciprocating 
engines. More-powerful, higher compres- 
sion engines having greater displacement

are scheduled for introduction this fall. In 
addition to more cubic-inch displacement, 
higher compression ratios will be used to 
provide better fuel economy and to step up 
performance. 


Fuel injection and supercharging 


Little is being said publicly, but prac- 
tically all of the automobile companies 
are quietly conducting experiments with 
fuel-injection systems. Fuel injection re- 
places the carburetor as a method of 
metering fuel to the cylinders. Every cylin- 
der gets precisely the same amount of fuel; 
there are no “starved” cylinders. Fuel is 
metered to all cylinders under constant 
pressure and is timed for optimum com- 
pression and ignition. Many informed 
Detroit engineers say that fuel injection is 
not more than a year or two away. 

Car producers are also investigating a 
variety of methods of supercharging. A 
supercharger “‘rams”’ air into the cylinders. 
When more air per cubic inch is packed 
into the cylinder, more fuel per inch can 
be mixed with it for combustion. The re- 
sult is more power and responsiveness. The 
basic idea of supercharging is to get more 
power for a given engine displacement. 
Each car manufacturer is carefully bal- 
ancing improved performance against cost. 


Bigger. better carburetors 


Another approach to better engine per 
formance is, of course, through improved 
carburetion. This phase of new engine de 
sign has been given a top priority by the 
auto industry this year. Better, more effi 
cient 4-barrel curburetors are scheduled 
for early introduction. 


A V-6 engine? 


The possibilities of V-6 high compres 
sion engines have become a topic of com 
siderable speculation in Detroit. However, 
the growing trend away from 6-cylindet 
engines toward V-8 power plants may pre 
vent their introduction by some producers 
even though the V-6 engines are eventual

But do you ever consider the possibility of a daughter being first 
lady? 

Your girl has quite as fair a chance of becoming a president's 
wife as had the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. John Sheldon Doud of 
Denver, Colorado. Of their four girls, fate touched Mamie to be 
the wife of our thirty-fourth president, Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
What made Mamie the beloved White House hostess she is today? 

Mamie Geneva Doud was born in Boone, Iowa, on November 
14, 1896. With her zest for living, her spontaneous joyousness, her 
trim figure, she looks younger than her calendar years. 

When she was 9 months old, her family moved from her birth- 
place to Cedar Rapids, Iowa. And when she reached school age,

at 6 years, her family moved to Pueblo, Colorado, and then to 
Colorado Springs. In each place, they stayed only a short time. 

In 1905, the Doud family settled for half a century in Denver. 
Here, they finished the house, then being built, that was to be- 
come famous as the summer White House of President Eisen- 
hower and his Mamie. 

But let’s look back to 1905 and the next few years, when Mamie 
Doud was a little girl. She had three sisters. Eleanor was 2 years 
older than Mamie. The younger sisters were Eda, nicknamed 
“Buster,” and Frances, called ‘‘Mike.” 





Wibout five doors down the street lived her friend Eileen, who 
was 3 years younger than Mamie. Many a day after school, they 
played together in Eileen’s yard. In the quiet summer holidays, 
they would play house in the morning. In the afternoon, they’d Cheyenne Mountain burro trip. At left are Mamie, 
take their dolls for an airing, wheeling them around in their doll 
buggies. Mamie was a typically feminine little girl. 

“TI have to go home, now, Eileen,’> Mamie would say shortly 
before mealtime.

“There was never any question of the Doud girls’ not being 
home on time,” Eileen, now Mrs. Robert F. Archibold, remem- 
bers. She adds, ““This wasn’t a matter of strictness. It was just that 
it was a custom in the Doud house. The girls knew what was ex- 
pected of them, and conformed to it without any argument.” 

Mrs. Archibold remembers Mr. Doud as a stout, jolly man. 
“He was very congenial, but definitely the head of the house,” 
ptt this neighbor recalls. ‘‘He wasn’t strict, but the girls minded 
him.” And Mrs. Doud, she noticed, always backed him up in 
anything he said. 

During Mamie’s girlhood, the Douds made a habit of sharing 
family events, to which they now turn back in fond memory. “‘We 
had lots of fun in those days,” Mamie Eisenhower was to say after

Tips for burgermakers 


> Look for bright-red color—some 
fat for flavor. If you have beef 
ground to order, choose round 
steak, chuck, flank, sirloin tip. 


> If meat is lean, have 2 or 3 ounces 
suet ground with each pound. 


> Chef’s trick (see picture above) : 
Pat out a thin burger; polka-dot 
with 4 or 5 bits of chipped ice in 
center ; top with a second patty and 
press gently to seal edges. As 
burgers cook, the ice melts, steam 
forms. Result: moist, extra-fluffy 
burgers. 


> For burgers that travel, take 
canned or packaged frozen ham- 
burgers on your picnic.

Beat eggs slightly ; add ground beef 
and sprinkle with seasonings. Mix 
lightly with big wooden spoon.

Using a 9-inch cake pan as 
guide, draw a circle on waxed 
paper. Place a third of the meat in 
center and pat gently (or place 
waxed paper on top, too, and roll 
lightly with rolling pin) to fill circle. 
Do not press hard. 

Now for the built-in filling of

gin for sealing, spread half of patty 
with mustard, top with chopped 
onion, cubed cheese, pickle relish, 
or what have you. Lift point of 
waxed paper at the back and fold 
meat over the filling.

Brush top side with oil or melted 
butter to keep burger from sticking 
to grill. Place in basket broiler; peel 
off waxed paper. Brush other side 
with oil. (To prevent squashing 
if using wire toaster: Don’t clamp 
handle of top rack till burger is 
browned on one side.)

Over-the-coals 
meat information 


> Select quality beef, aged for ten- 
derness and flavor. Look for bright- 
red uniform color, well marbled 
with veins of fat through the lean. 
Outer covering of fat and suet 
should be creamy white and waxy 
with brittle texture. 


» Meat for barbecuing should be 
at room temperature, especially 
thick steaks and roasts. Remove 
from refrigerator 1 or 2 hours be- 
fore you start the fire. Use judg- 
ment on hot summer days. Extra 
cooking time must be allowed if 
meat is chilled. 


» Make a friend of a good meat- 
man. He will advise about best cuts 
on hand for ‘‘over the coals.”’ 


> Balance is important in spit 
cooking. Check the shape and size 
of meat; then estimate center and 
insert the spit. Test by cradling 
ends of spit in upturned hands. 
Does roast feel evenly balanced? If 
it tips, better try again. Roasts that 
are out of balance gallop when 
turning. Some barbecue manu- 
facturers offer counterbalances for 
easy adjustment. 


> Be smart—use a meat thermom- 
eter when roasting (ham, turkey, 
leg of lamb, beef, etc.). Insert ther- 
mometer so tip is in center of meat. 
Tip must not touch bone, fat, or 
the metal spit. Don’t guess when 
the roast is done—use this depend- 
able helper! 





>If you can hold hungry folks 
back, allow roast to firm 15 to 30 
minutes before carving. Keep 
warm on carving board at side of 
grill. 


> A little griddle or grill thermom- 
eter is a big help in checking tem- 
perature for broiling steak or any 
grilling. 


> For a fine finish, top hot steaks 
with pat of butter, butter blended 
with blue cheese, or garlic butter. 
Remember a juicy broiled steak is 
already well dressed. 


To charcoal-broil a steak

Choose tender club, T-bone, porter- 
house, or sirloin steak (see page 62). 
For round or flank steak, marinate 
or use meat tenderizer. In picture 
above, our back-yard chef is getting 
a juicy sirloin ready for charcoal 
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broiling. First he trims off outer 
rim of fat so drippings won’t blaze 
up too much. 





Next, he spears the fat trimmings 
on a long-handled fork, works it 
over hot grill. That will keep steak 
from sticking. What aroma! 





Broil first side to a mouth-watering 
brown. Turn steak with tongs and 
turner (or, if you use fork instead 
of tongs, be sure tines go in fat, not 
meat). (If drippings flare up, 
quench with a sprinkle of water.) 
Salt and pepper the browned side. 
Continue broiling till steak is done 
the way you like it. Season second 
side. Top each steak with pat of 
butter. No need to give the “‘come- 
and-get-it” call! It’s in the air! 





Meat on a Stick: Use cubes of 
lamb, beef, or veal; place in 
Chinese Marinade and let stand 24 
hours in the refrigerator or 2 or 3 
hours at room temperature. String 
on skewers. Broil about 20 to 25 
minutes, turning often on grill or 
rotating skewers. 


Chinese Marinade: In glass or 
pottery bowl, combine 1 teaspoon 
ground ginger (or fresh, if avail- 
able), 1 teaspoon dry mustard, 1 
tablespoon sugar or molasses, 14 
cup soy sauce, 14 cup salad oil, 3 
cloves garlic, minced. Let stand 24 
hours at room temperature. Makes 
marinade for 2 to 3 pounds meat. 


Flank steak: This cut is boneless, 
16 to 1 inch thick, weighs 114 to 2 
pounds, has some fat. The fibers 
run lengthwise. Ask meatman to 
score the steak. Then use a tender- 
izing marinade like the Go-tender 
one, below. For best eating, carve 
flank steak on the bias.

Stir lightly till flour is just mois- 
tened. Small lumps come out in 
baking. Season griddle with salt: 
Tie salt in a piece of cloth; rub 
vigorously over heated griddle. Or 
sprinkle salt directly on griddle and 
rub in with paper towels. Then 
rub off. Repeat the salt after each 
batch. Test griddle by sprinkling 
on a few drops water. If water 
dances, griddle is ready.

Pancakes are ready to 
turn when edges look cooked and 
top is covered with tiny bubbles.

on his wall. On it was a picture of 
the drill. Under the picture were 
scores of children’s names with 
stars after them. Over the whole 
works was this banner: “The I- 
can-take-it Club!” 

How many times do you say, 
“Well, there’s one thing I never 
could take!’ and then name your 
own pet fear? 

If you’ve named it, you can take 
it. It’s not the known, but the hid- 
den fears that undo us. Only name- 
less dreads become phobias. In fact 
a phobia zs ‘‘a morbid fear that 
has no known basis of reason and, 
therefore, cannot be controlled.” 

One of the most delusive hopes 
in modern times arises, I think, 
from a simple misstatement in one 
of the Four Freedoms. Those who 
coined the phrase freedom from fear 
knew little about psychology, let 
alone the physiology, of man. 


No sane man hopes to be free 
from fear—ever, if he wants to 
survive. True fear is nothing to be 
afraid of, but is absolutely neces- 
sary to prepare us for life’s crises. 
The very word fear derives from the 
Anglo Saxon faer, meaning peril. 
The rational man in our day, like 
the old whalehunter in Moby Dick, 
says, ‘“‘I will have no man on my 
ship who is not afraid.” It is not fear 
but folly that makes light of real 
danger. 

What the phrase coiners really 
meant, I think, is freedom from funk. 
Funk is the stuff from which we 
make phobias. Funk is ‘“‘unreason- 
ing fear, cowardice.’ Verbally, it 
means ‘“‘to be in terror.” 

Fear has dignity. A man can use 
fear. Funk has no dignity and 
leaves none to a man when it is 
through using him. Funk is what 
the psychologist means by an anx- 
iety state. It’s what the sociologist 
labels hysteria. In every instance, it 
creates catastrophe not out of 
known perils, but of unknown 
dreads. 

Therefore, if you know what 
you’re afraid of, you can take it.

from Fort Devens in our church, 
Last year, when the tornado hit the 
Worcester area, some of us got to 
talking about the almost impossible 
physical feats men perform jp 
emergencies. ‘Combat veterans 
have a saying that explains it,” an 
officer said. ‘‘ ‘None but the brave 
can afford fear! ” 


The next time I saw him, he 

gave me a clipping from The U. §. 

Infantry Journal: 
‘The awful moments before an 
attack when each second seems 
an hour are the most useful mo. 
ments the soldier has. Fear is th 
body’s preparation for action. The 
heart pounds faster, pumping 
blood more rapidly to your arms, 
legs, brain. Adrenalin, which is 
Nature’s own shot in the arm, 
pours liberally into your blood 
stream. Subtle changes occur 
in your body chemistry. Your 
hearing becomes sharper, your 
eyesight keener. You lose your 
fatigue even though you have 
been dog-tired. Fear, when used, 
increases your strength and en- 
durance. That’s why none but the 
brave can afford fear.” 


I know a woman whose pet fear 
was the dark. She said she would 
not go to the kitchen for a glass of 
milk at night without turning on 
lights in every room as she passed. 
One early evening, she was driving 
home on a lonely stretch of road. 
Hitting an unseen patch of ice, her 
car skidded, leaped a ditch, and 
turned over and over down an in- 
cline. ““When I came to,” she said, 
“it was pitch dark. I was clear of 
the car, but my shoes were gone. I 
got up and started to walk. | 
walked barefoot for three hours 
through the blackness before I saw 
the first light. Believe me, I'll never 
be afraid of the dark. In fact, the 
best cure for cold feet of any kind is 
to get your feet really cold the way 
I did that night!”

on his wall. On it was a picture of 
the drill. Under the picture were 
scores of children’s names with 
stars after them. Over the whole 
works was this banner: “The I- 
can-take-it Club!” 

How many times do you say, 
“Well, there’s one thing I never 
could take!’ and then name your 
own pet fear? 

If you’ve named it, you can take 
it. It’s not the known, but the hid- 
den fears that undo us. Only name- 
less dreads become phobias. In fact 
a phobia is ‘‘a morbid fear that 
has no known basis of reason and, 
therefore, cannot be controlled.” 

One of the most delusive hopes 
in modern times arises, I think, 
from a simple misstatement in one 
of the Four Freedoms. Those who 
coined the phrase freedom from fear 
knew little about psychology, let 
alone the physiology, of man. 


No sane man hopes to be free 
from fear—ever, if he wants to 
survive. True fear is nothing to be 
afraid of, but is absolutely neces- 
sary to prepare us for life’s crises. 
The very word fear derives from the 
Anglo Saxon /faer, meaning peril. 
The rational man in our day, like 
the old whalehunter in Moby Dick, 
says, ‘“‘I will have no man on my 
ship who is not afraid.” It is not fear 
but folly that makes light of real 
danger. 

What the phrase coiners really 
meant, I think, is freedom from funk. 
Funk is the stuff from which we 
make phobias. Funk is ‘“‘unreason- 
ing fear, cowardice.”’ Verbally, it 
means “‘to be in terror.” 

Fear has dignity. A man can use 
fear. Funk has no dignity and 
leaves none to a man when it is 
through using him. Funk is what 
the psychologist means by an anx- 
iety state. It’s what the sociologist 
labels hysteria. In every instance, it 
creates catastrophe not out of 
known perils, but of unknown 
dreads. 

Therefore, if you know what 
you’re afraid of, you can take it.

Ou: vacation schedule never al- 
lowed for side trips until young 
Tony learned to read signs. He 
spotted one at Gold Beach, Ore- 
gon, which led to our most memo- 
rable side trip. 

Gold Beach is a dot on the coast 
route between Seattle and San 
Francisco.

Our propeller wake drew dis- 
gusted glances from the numerous 
fishermen in their small craft. Oc- 
casionally, our boat would coast 
into a cove where the pilot would 
dexterously unhook a sack from a 
fixed mail pole or toss a newspaper 
to a waiting hand. 

Farther along, the tree-covered 
bluffs narrowed the river. It be- 
fame so shallow that we could 


reach out and pick up a handful of 


pebbles from its clear bottom. The 

Passengers gasped as the boat bot- 

tom scraped over rocky ledges, but 
€construction of our power plant 

allowed the propeller to be lifted 
gh out of the water. 
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Three hours of continuous thrills 
brought us to our destination, an 
old farmhouse in a lovely grove 
above the river bank. A generous 
country dinner, a welcome nap in 
the deep grass, and we reluctantly 
boarded our boat for the return trip. 

Riding down the rapids proved 
even more exciting than the up- 
river jaunt. We ran with the cur- 
rent, the water boiling white in its 
dash over the rocks, and spray 
breaking continuously over the 
bow. The down run was accom- 
plished in much less time. And by 
late afternoon, we were back in 
Gold Beach, ready for a night's 
rest at a nearby cabin. 

The entire day’s outing cost little 
more than the expenses for a day’s 
driving and provided a memorable 
experience and a happy break in 
our long trip.

Campfire Vegetables: Place one 
block of frozen peas (or other 
frozen vegetable) on big square of 
aluminum foil. Top with a pat or 
two of butter or margarine. Bring 
edges of foil up and, leaving a little 
space for expansion of steam, seal 
tightly with double fold. Place this 
trim package on grill or right in the 
hot coals about 10 to 15 minutes.

Fuel for the fire 

Charcoal—briquets. The charcoal 
may be either briquets or bulk. 
Briquets are uniform size, burn 
slowly without sparking, give in- 
tense heat. 

Wood. Choose dry, slow-burning 
woods that give long-lasting coals 
(hickory, oak, hard maple, walnut, 
pecan, fruit woods). As with any 
fire for cooking, it must burn down 
to coals first—you’ll need to allow 
1 to 2 hours. 


Charceal fast-start

coal lighter fluid. Cover can tightly 
and let stand 15 or 20 minutes. 

With tongs, mound the soaked 
charcoal in firebox;* place metal 
chimney over (see drawing above); 
add 6 or 8 untreated briquets. 
(For safety, cover the coffee can 
and set it away from heat.) 

Ignite at base of chimney. When 
these briquets are burning, add a 
few more untreated ones on top— 
or the amount you’ll need to do the 
cooking job. Allow to burn about 
15 minutes. 

Lift off chimney, rake coals 
where you want them. There you 
are—just 15 minutes, and you’re 
ready for steaks! 

The chimney is the secret of this 
fast take-off. To make chimney 
you need: 

1 piece 24-gauge black sheet 
metal, 1114x24%4 inches (you 
can have this rolled in cylinder 
at metal shop). 
9-inch length of 1-inch strap 
iron (cut to make 3 legs). 

9 No. 6 %-inch sheet-metal 

screws. 
Use 3 of the screws to secure side 
seam of cylinder—the remainder 
to fasten legs (leave clearance of 
11% inches under cylinder to allow 
good bottom draft). 

For other charcoal-fire starters, 
see page 56. Or you can put about 
3 or 4 tablespoons canned heat in 
cup fashioned of aluminum foil, 
place in firebox, heap coals over.

Doud, with her ready wit and in- 
curable play spirit, could greet the 
little girls, teetering in high-heeled 
shoes, sizes too large, with appro- 
priate gravity: ““How do you do, 
Mrs. Smith? How do you do, Mrs. 
Jones?”” Manners she always had, 
for child and adult. 

Other times, the children played 
on the Doud front porch, or in the 
Doud back yard with its two-seat- 
er swing. Later, when Mamie was 
a young lady, the boys were to re- 
gard it as a great privilege to sit in 
the seat beside Mamie. 


| * childhood, most girls are a 
nuisance to boys. But not Mamie! 

““Mamie was always a favorite 
with the boys,” Eileen says. “One 
time, one of the boys gave Mamie 
the skin of a snake. I don’t know 
how he came by it, but it was a 
treasure to him. So he wanted 
Mamie to have it. Mamie became 
the proud possessor of it.” 

The Douds owned a croquet set, 
and the family had croquet games 
in the back yard. At other times, 
the neighborhood children would 
play croquet there. ““The Douds 
always had cookies and lemonade 
when the girls had friends over,” 
Eileen recalls. 

Neighborhood games interested 
Mamie. They went roller skating 
on the sidewalk in front of their 
homes. They played group games 
like “trun, sheep run,” which to- 
day’s children may not have heard 
of. At that time, every neighbor- 
hood child loved to gather a group 
large enough to play it. 

It was a group form of hide-and- 
seek, which gave the hiders a 
chance if they were: found, but 
bound the whole group to the 
youngest player, who was often 
helped along by the hands of two 
older children. 


O, a quieter plane, Phyllis 
Eaves, now the wife of Physician 
Wilfred E. Dennis, remembers 
playing at her house, as well as 
sharing “run, sheep run.’” When- 
ever Mamie played outside with 
Phyllis, whose British father fol- 
lowed a stricter method than his 
American-born neighbors, _ the 
nursemaid was always in attend- 
ance. Phyllis was being tutored at 
home, while the Doud girls were 
in the Denver public schools. 

As a thoughtful parent, who 
wants the best for your children 
but must balance a budget, you 
may wonder about paying for mu- 
sic lessons for your daughter. Will 
it help her to later success? 

To take Mrs. Doud’s example, 
you’d put more emphasis on music 
as a means to helping others enjoy 
group music than on music as a 
solo gesture.

School hours took much of the 
children’s time. Mamie walked the 
214 blocks to the Corona Elemen. 
tary School, since renamed the 
Dora M. Moore School, and still a 
serviceable brick structure. 

A retired Corona schoolteacher, 
Jessie M. Hamilton, recalls Mamie 
in the eighth grade. “I remember 
Mamie only as one of a group of 
nice girls,” Miss Hamilton says, 
“She wasn’t a troublemaker. [f 
she had been, I would be more like- 
ly to remember that. Also, she 
must have been just average as far 
as scholastic work was concerned, 
as I haven’t any definite impression 
of her grades.” 


The unusually skillful human re- 
lations for which Mrs. Eisenhower 
is justly praised today already were 
showing in childhood with the 
careful manners of the Doud girls 
toward their elders. 

“The Doud girls were beautifully 
reared, and always courteous to 
older people,” Jessie Kern (now 
Mrs. Arthur Davis), a friend of the 
younger sister, Frances Doud, re- 
members. “‘My mother often held 
up to me the nice manners of the 
Doud girls and their soft voices. 
Yet, I don’t think the Doud girls 
were ever admonished severely.” 

The Doud parents set the chil- 
dren a constant example of neigh- 
borliness. Eileen remembers thatit 
took 15 minutes for Mr. Doud to 
get up steam in his Stanley Steam- 
er. At one time, her mother had to 
get to the railroad station in a hur- 
ry, and she asked Mr. Doud if he 
could please take her. “But the 
Stanley Steamer wouldn’t perform 
as it was supposed to,”’ Eileen says,

“and Mr. Doud was so provoked 
with it, because he wasn’t able to 
oblige their neighbor.” 

So the school years passed pleas- 
antly, with Mamie liking to sing, 
usually with her own family or at 
school. Once, she dressed in an 
Irish costume to sing at a benefit 
given at the Denver Women’s 
Club. 

Mamie attended a Denver pub- 
lic high school for a year or so, 
then enrolled at the Wolcott 
school for girls, a private academy 
on the high-school level. The 
courses there were generally clas- 
sical, as college preparatory. But 
music and art appreciation also 
were taught, and chapel was com- 
pulsory every morning before class. 


ry. 

tie students all had to play 
volleyball, and wand drills were a 
favorite gymnasium occupation. 
White middy blouses and _ skirts 
were the popular special-day school 
costume. 

[The Doud girls attended Sun- 
day School at the Corona Presby- 
terian Church, which was at that 
time without a permanent build- 
ing. Services were held for a time 
in a tent. Later, the church was 
built, to become familiar nation- 
ally through pictures of Mrs. Doud 


attending there with the president 
and her daughter, now the first 
lady. 

In Mamie’s girlhood, radio or 
television had not yet been devel- 
oped. The movies were just begin- 
ning. Stage plays were more fre- 
quent events, as Denver had some 
good road companies at the Broad- 
way Theater. Among them shone 
stars like Maude Adams in Peter 
Pan, and Otis Skinner. 


‘Te young Mamie Doud and 
her high-school friends also liked to 
go to the variety show at the Or- 
pheum Theater on Saturday after- 
noons. Afterward, they would stop 
at Baur’s, an old Denver confec- 
tionery and restaurant still in ex- 
istence, famous for its ice-cream 
sodas. With the cooling, tingling, 
taste on their tongues, Mamie and 
her friends talked of the handsome 
star and the execrable villain of 
the play. 

In the summer, a favorite spot of 
the young people was Elitch’s Gar- 
dens—for outdoor recreation—and 
to see the current play of the stock 
company. 

At the proper ages, Mamie, Ei- 
leen, and Jessie all attended Mrs. 
Hayden’s dancing school. Mamie 
carried her black patent-leather 


dancing slippers in a black silk bag. 
She wore white, starched dresses 
with a pink or blue sash, and hair 
ribbons to match. The boys had to 
wear white gloves to protect the 
little girls’ dresses. 

The class started with a grand 
march, after which they lined up 
for dancing instruction. Students 
ranged from 10 years upward. 
““Mrs. Hayden was most strict with 
us,”’ Jessie recalls. 

But although Mamie became an 
accomplished ballroom dancer, she 
didn’t yet have dates with boys. 
*“As I remember,” Eileen says, 
““Mamie was about 15 or 16 when 
she went alone to a dance with her 
first beau. He was Jimmie Cassell, 
whose grandfather, H. C. Brown, 
built the Brown Palace Hotel in 
Denver and also gave the ground 
for the state-capitol building in 
Denver.” 

If you have two or more chil- 
dren, you must make many deci- 
sions for the welfare of one child 
which alter the lives of the others. 
The Doud decision to winter in 
Texas for the health of one of 
Mamie’s sisters, who had devel- 
oped heart trouble, led to an an- 
nual uprooting from their Denver 
home. 

How crucial this was in setting 
Mamie’s steps toward the White 
House! It was later in Texas that 
Ike and Mamie first saw each 
other, and walked his guard duty 
together. It was in Texas that they 
had their first planned date, as soon 
as Ike could find an opening in 
Mamie’s busy date book. 








And perhaps this habit of youth. 
ful travel turned the scales in help. 
ing her adjust to an exceptional 
amount of married travel! 

“Like Mother, like Daughter” 
is more truth than adage for Ma. 
mie Eisenhower and her mother, 
Elivera Mathilda Carlson, daugh- 
ter of Swedish immigrants, didn’t 
attend college. She married John 
Sheldon Doud, who had been to 
two colleges. 

Comparably, her daughter, Ma- 
mie Doud, graduated from public 
schools in Denver and attended the 
Wolcott finishing school, but didn’t 
go to college. Mamie married Sec- 
ond Lieutenant Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, West Point graduate, later 
to be president of Columbia Uni- 
versity in New York. 


= 
Neither Mother nor Daughter 
has attempted to become an intel- 
lectual, yet both have been out- 
standingly successful as wives of 
their well-educated husbands. 

Neither is given to stuffiness or 
pomposity. Mrs. Eisenhower’s cor- 
dial “‘Call me Mamie” has become 
world-renowned. Her more formal 
father, the family disciplinarian, 
was said to have frowned on the 
nickname “‘Min”’ for his wife. 

It was bestowed on her because 
his own frequent calling for her re- 
minded friends of a popular comic 
strip of the day, ““The Gumps.” 
(In it, the husband’s cry for his 
wife, “Oh, Min!’ was usually the 
punch line of every episode.) 

But Min is what the president 
and close friends call Mrs. Doud,

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although Mrs. Eisenhower today 
calls her Mama. 

How long should your daughter 
know her young man before mar- 
riage? How long should they be 
engaged? Social studies show that 
a year’s Close friendship or engage- 
ment preceding marriage adds to 
the chance of a lasting union. 

The Eisenhowers were three 
months short of this theoretical 
year. They met in October, 1915. 
Second Lieutenant Eisenhower 
started his courtship efforts at once. 
He found himself on the waiting 
line for a month. But their formal 
engagement occured sentimentally 
on St. Valentine’s Day in 1916. On 
July 1, 1916, they were married. 


The Eisenhower wedding, in the 
Doud parlor in front of the fire- 
place, was solemnized by the Doud 
family’s minister, Dr. William 
Williamson. Although the Douds 
had a modest independent fortune, 
the wedding, while beautiful, was 
not lavish. 

How old should your daughter 
be—to marry with hope of per- 
manency? Statistics tend to favor 
21 to 25 for the bride. Mrs. Doud 
was 16. Her famous daughter, Ma- 
mie, was 19. 

As compensating factors, each 
bride had the approval of parents, 
who personally knew and accepted 
the suitor. And each bridegroom 
was six or seven years older than 
his youthful bride. Each was al- 
ready established in his life work. 

Mamie’s parents lived devoted- 
ly together for 56 years until Mr. 
Doud’s death in 1951. Similarly, 
the Eisenhowers have had a long, 
happy marriage. It has survived 
difficulties such as losing their cher- 
ished first son at the age of 3, the 
need to stretch a young army of- 
ficer’s salary, and war separation. 


I you’re still concerned about 
the higher divorce rate in those 
married under 21, don’t overlook 
the stabilizing value of religious 
training. 

Elivera Carlson Doud grew up 
ina home where Mr. Carlson read 
the Bible and offered family pray- 
ers morning and evening. When 
her daughter Mamie today says, 
“Bless your heart,” it’s a divine 
blessing she invokes. 

The Doud religion didn’t drop 
at the church door in the girls’ 
childhood. They were a great fam- 
ily for gathering around the piano 
and singing hymns. 


Her aunt, a well-known Denver 
singer and organist now deceased, 
often joined family singing. Mamie 
herself will accompany hymns by 
ear today, as she did in her girl- 
hood home. 

Mamie’s warm, friendly voice is 
one of her greatest charms. Her 
mother’s kindhearted, witty voice 
is equally praised. If you'll listen 
thoughtfully to the voices in your 
family circle, you'll decide whether 
you're giving your daughters this 
asset for a president's wife. 

Much has been written about 
Mamie’s inability to cook. Defi- 
nitely, it was harder for the young 
Eisenhowers to stretch their salary 
to cover meals at the officers’ mess. 
Mrs. Doud doesn’t cook, either. 

But Mrs. Doud did manage the 
household finances carefully. She 
even nested away sums from the 
household budget for special needs. 
And she taught Mamie thrifty 
habits which are deeply ingrained. 
Mamie sent home from Europe for 
dresses advertised in American 
newspapers, when she couldn’t af- 
ford French models. 


r 

The Dwight Eisenhowers never 
had financial independence, out- 
side his army salary, until his book, 
“Crusade in Europe,” did spectac- 
ularly well in 1948. But they never 
went into debt in the lean years. 
The farm they bought in Gettys- 
burg, Pennsylvania, was a modest 
one in its original form. They re- 
cently added extra wings for mod- 
ern livability. 

Mrs. Doud taught her girls a love 
of color and a love of interior dec- 
oration. People who visited the 
Eisenhowers in Paris recognized 
the American Mamie look even in 
her furnishing of a French villa. 

How, as parents, will you best 
help your daughter after her mar- 
riage? Mr. and Mrs. Doud never 
tried to run Mamie’s and Ike’s 
lives for them. Neither did the 
Eisenhowers try to run their par- 
ents’ lives. 

If one of your offspring becomes 
famous, how will you take it? Gen- 
eral Eisenhower’s parents, when 
complimented on their famous son, 
would counter, ‘“‘Which son?” 
They gave a loyally impartial ad- 
miration to all five living Eisen- 
hower sons. 

Similarly, Mrs. Doud is seen to 
“slow but not gloat’ over one 
daughter’s elevation to first lady. 
“She’s not overimpressed to the

As evening chill sets in, the pump 
reverses again automatically. Floor, 
ceiling, and walls keep the same 
even temperature. 


= soon will you be able to 
have a heat pump? Will one work 
in your home? Is the unit within 
your price range to buy and to use? 

You can buy highly developed 
heat pumps today from reputable 
makers. They've been tested in 
homes since 1932. But there are 
limitations. You might be held 
back by price—from $2,500 to 
$3,500 (or possibly more) installed. 

But before you shake your head 
and turn away, consider this. Pack- 
age heat pumps have already 
dropped 20 percent in cost in the 
past two years. And one major 
manufacturer reports that as soon 
as a mass market is reached and the 
pumps are being produced on an 
assembly-line basis, the heat-pump 
price should be cut by half again. 

One compensation for the pres- 
ent high price of the pumps is the 
low maintenance cost. For one 
thing, the pump operates all year 
round. It is axiomatic among en- 
gineers that when equipment 
stands idle—as in the case of ordi- 
nary central heating—trouble 
starts. The only maintenance job 
for the owner is the cleaning or re- 
placement of filters, depending on 
the model. Disposable filters are 
inexpensive and change simply. 
Or, a cleanable filter is as easy to 
take down as a window screen and 
just as easy to clean—you just hose 
it off. You have no cooling towers 
to drain, clean, or replace. You 
don’t need a serviceman to check 
the system seasonally. 


Risiner consideration: A heat 
pump installed in a house at time 
of construction can save a part of 
its own cost. For one thing, expen- 
sive indoor space isn’t needed for 
the pump. You can put it outside 
the house, in the garage or breeze- 
way, or even against an outside 
wall. So you may either take more 
living space for the same money, or 
take the saving on a nice bit of 
square footage. 

With a heat pump, you need no 
openable windows—beyond those 
required by local building codes. 
Air leakage can supply all the 
fresh air you need. Or, if you pre- 
fer, the pump may introduce some 
outdoor air into the ductwork. You 
can cut down on window space— 
or place windows where they are 
most satisfying architecturally— 
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and thus make savings on screens, 
blinds, draperies, shutters, and 
similar items. 

You need no fuel-storage tanks 
or bins, no cooling towers. Yoy 
need no flues or chimneys, no pipe- 
work for gas. The less expensive 
low-pitched or flat roofs may be 
used, without regard for heat or 
cooling circulation. All air circy. 
lation is controlled. 

Taking advantage of these gay. 
ings, one California architect re. 
ports the use of a heat pump en. 
abled him to cut $1,500 from the 
construction of a medium-priced 
home. 

At today’s prices—and taking 
into account a very moderate con. 
struction saving—manufacturers 
estimate that a heat pump will cost 
you 10-25 percent more than stand. 
ard central heating and _ cooling 
combined. If you already have 
forced-air heating in your home 
—and suitable ductwork _ big 
enough to handle the large flow of 
air—you might save several hun- 
dred dollars on installation. If not, 
new ducts can be installed in the 
attic, basement, or crawl space be- 
low the house. This work in an ex- 
isting house obviously will cost 
more. 





I your house is more than 10 
years old, chances are you’ll need 
some rewiring to handle the 
pump’s demand. But you need the 
same work done if you want to add 
an electric range or clothes dryer, 

An average estimate is that any- 
one who can afford a $17,500 home 
today can afford a heat pump. 
(This would probably be a 3-horse- 
power pump, suitable, generally, 
for homes up to 1,500 square feet. 
Beyond this, a 5-horsepower pump 
is usually needed.)

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the pump brings the machine into 
a bigger and bigger market, which 
in return reduces the price. 

But not all experts are agreed 
that the heat-pump price is due for 
a nose dive, or even that the pump 
itself is due for general acceptance. 

Say the skeptics: Jhe basic idea 
of a heat pump is to combine heating 
and cooling in one machine. Air condi- 
tioning is a luxury. And despite early 
indications, it isn’t at all certain that 
Americans are yet prepared to pay high 


for it. They certainly won’t if national 


income begins to slip. 

To this, the pump advocates re- 
ply that air conditioning is being 
bought in a continually rising 
curve. They point out that nearly 
all economists see continued, if not 
increased, prosperity for the years 
ahead. And they add that they 
don’t expect to take on the entire 
home comfort of the nation, any- 
way—just a substantial part of it. 


Ses the skeptics: There are other 
unsolved problems. Heat pumps are im- 
practical, except for a strip of territory 
along the Southeast and Gulf cocs!s and 
up the Pacific Coast where winter tem- 
peratures are extremely mild. (The 
argument here is that the pump 
tends to become less efficient at 
temperatures below freezing, and 
its heating must be supplemented 
by electric “‘strip” heaters built into 
the installation. These heaters are 
more expensive to run.) 

The doubters also ask: How 
about areas where power costs are high? 
Operating costs would be prohibitive, 
especially where the supplemental strip 
heaters must be added. Except for low- 
cost areas, the heat pump won't take 
hold. 

This isn’t a majority view, how- 
ever. One large company has al- 
ready opened sales offices for its 
heat pump as far north as New 


York and Chicago. 


‘ihe typical expert opinion seems 
to parallel that of Arthur Hess, 
who is president of the American 
Society of Refrigerating Engineers. 
This group has had several tech- 
nical committees studying the 
pump from every aspect. “The 
heat pump is definitely here to 
stay,”’ says Hess, ‘“‘and in vastly in- 
creasing numbers. It’s entirely 
practical, except where winter 
temperatures are extremely low and 
summer cooling is not needed.” 

Hess adds: “‘In most of the pop- 
ulation centers of the United 
States, power cost is low enough to 
justify the use of a heat pump. One 
factor often neglected by critics is 
the efficiency of this machine.” 

A really good fuel-fired furnace 
runs at an efficiency of 80 percent. 
This means that if you put 10 units 
of energy into the furnace, you’ll 
get back 8 units of energy as heat. 
The present heat pump runs at bet- 
ter than 300-percent efficiency. In 
other words, for every 10 units of 
electrical energy you give it, the 
pump returns 30 units of energy 
as heat. 

Hess admits that the homeowner 
who doesn’t need to replace his 
central-heating plant probably 
can’t be counted as an immediate 
prospect for the heat pump. It 
would be much wiser for him to 
add central cooling.

Michigan, and Superior, the larg- 
est fresh-water inland sea in the 
world. Children between the ages 
of 5 and 12 pay half fare, while for 
those under 5 the only charge is $1 
for each meal served them in the 
ship’s dining room. 

Here’s another surprise. You can 
begin and complete your vacation 
cruise at almost any one of the fol- 
lowing: Buffalo, Cleveland, De- 
troit, Chicago, Mackinac Island, 
Houghton, Munising, Saulte Ste. 
Marie, and Duluth. It’s easy, if you 
wish, to arrange stopovers or to 
combine several days of cruising 
with some other favorite type of 
vacation. You may even elect to 
take a 5-day cruise from Detroit by 
way of Mackinac Island to Chicago 
or Duluth and return, with round- 
trip fares starting at $115.75. A 
special weekend cruise from De- 
troit to Buffalo and return costs as 
little as $35.50. 

For your magic carpet, you have 
your choice of two gleaming-white 
oil-fueled sister ships, the .Vorth 
American and the South American. 

_ Between Buffalo, New York, and 
upper Lake Huron, their routes 
and ports of call are the same. But 
from there, the North American 
cruises among the islands of Geor- 
gian Bay and then steams south- 
west to dock the following morning 
at Chicago. The South American 
continues north and west through 
the fabulous Soo Locks and across 
Lake Superior to Minnesota’s great 
iron-ore port, Duluth. 

The regular 7-day-cruise season 
opens the middle of June and con- 
tinues until Labor Day. However, 
from May 15 until the middle of 
June, the ships operate on a charter 
service—special cruises where the 
ships are taken over completely by 
large organizations. Then, follow- 
ing Labor Day, the ships again op- 
erate until the end of September 
on special sailings. 

The excitement of shoving off 

Let’s suppose, for instance, that 
you’ve boarded the South American 
at Detroit on a Sunday afternoon 
for a 7-day cruise. 

Sailing time has all the excite- 
ment and glamour of leaving on 
a deep-sea voyage. Serpentine 
streams from passengers lining the 
rails above to friends on the water- 
front below. At last, the ship’s 
orchestra swings into ‘‘Anchors 
Aweigh,” the whistle adds its own 
deep note, and your flag-bedecked 
vessel moves away from her dock at 
the foot of Woodward Street. 

Forward on the bridge of the 
South American is Captain Oscar 
Spjut, a veteran of over half a cen- 
tury on the lakes. He commands a 
thoroughly trained crew and is 
assisted by the finest marine navi- 
gation equipment, including two 
types of ship-to-shore radio tele- 
phone and a radar scope which 
even on the darkest night can pick 
out every island or ship within a 
radius of 50 miles. 


A cruise on the 


The South American and her sister 
ship are veterans of many years on 
the lakes, during which time they 
have established impressive records 
of safe operation. A doctor and a 
registered nurse are aboard each 
ship at all times. Both ships are de- 
signed strictly for cruising and 
carry no automobiles or freight. 

By now, your ship is gaining 
speed, and as you glide northward 
past Belle Isle State Park you can 
feel the rhythmic vibration of her 
engines. Almost in a matter of 
minutes, the Detroit and Windsor, 
Ontario, skylines are fading away 
and you are moving out of the 
Detroit River, past Grosse Point, 
and into Lake St. Clair. 

From high on the sun deck amid- 
ships, with the aid of binoculars, 
you can identify six or seven long, 
low ore freighters transporting 
cargoes of dusty red iron ore from 
Minnesota’s great Mesabi Range 
to iron and steel plants in the East. 
One of these ships, the Robert L. 
Ellwood, passes so close alongside 
that you can catch a_ glimpse 
through the open portholes of her 
galley, where the cooks are prepar- 
ing dinner for her crew. 

As he meets each approaching 
vessel, Captain Spjut blows one 
long and two short blasts on the 
whistle, traditional “hello” signal 
on the Great Lakes. His greeting is 
promptly acknowledged by each 
of the other skippers. 


Chow down 


But now, it’s mealtime, and like 
the dozens of hungry sea gulls fol- 
lowing the ship, you’re hungry, 
too! At your family’s table in the 
dining room, your college-girl wait- 
ress greets you with an appetizing 
relish dish, fresh grapefruit cock- 
tails, or bowls of delicious con- 
somme. For your main course at 
dinner, there is broiled ocean 
swordfish, braised ox tongue, or 
roast Vermont turkey with giblet 
gravy and cranberry jelly. You en- 
joy hearts of lettuce salad, too, with 
Roquefort, French, or Russian 
dressing, asparagus tips or creamed 
corn, piping-hot rolls fresh from the 
ship’s bakery, peach pie, ice cream, 
Cheddar cheese with crackers, and 
coffee, iced tea, or milk. 

With dinner over, you’re back on 
deck again, watching the sun drop 
low in the west as the South American 
moves into the mouth of the St. 
Clair River. On the American side, 
the river is lined with beautiful 
homes. As darkness falls, the great 
Marysville electric-power plant 
slips past. Farther ahead, on the 
Canadian side, the _ brilliantly 
lighted oil refineries of Sarnia, 
Ontario, are coming into view. In 
a matter of minutes, you’re passing 
Port Huron and slipping under the 
International Bridge and out onto 
the moonlit waters of Lake Huron. 

There’s a “‘get acquainted” par- 
ty beginning now in the grand 
salon, and there’ll be dancing later 
in the ballroom. It’s a comfortably 
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Great Lakes ............ + 


warm night with a light breeze off 

the starboard quarter. And when 

the party is over, many groups of 

new friends sit on deck in the moon- 

light watching the lights of passing 

ships before going to their cabins. 
A visit to Mackinac 

While the passengers sleep, the 
South American keeps up her steady 
pace. And by Monday morning, 
most of Lake Huron lies astern. At 
2 p.m., you’re arriving at Macki- 
nac Island, the ship’s most unique 
port of call. No automobiles are 
allowed on this island at the head 
of Lake Michigan, and all trans- 
portation is via horseback, horse- 
drawn carriage, or bicycle. You'll 
have three hours here, so by all 
means join your friends on one of 
the carriage rides to Old Fort 
Mackinac, and visit the Grand 
Hotel with its fine outdoor swim- 
ming pool and flower-banked ve- 
randa, said to be the longest in the 
world. 

Back aboard ship again, you find 
the dining room festively decorated 
with streamers of crepe paper, 
clusters of balloons, and cut flow- 
ers. Outside in the foyer, the or- 
chestra is playing dinner music. 
And as you enter, you are handed 
gayly colored. paper hats and 
favors. Tonight is the Captain’s 
Dinner, one of the highlights of 
your cruise. Dinner is followed by 
the Crew Show, featuring many of 
the talented college boys and girls 
who serve you, the orchestra, a 
floor show, and many audience- 
participation numbers. 

Early Monday evening, you'll 
enter the St. Mary’s River at the 
eastern tip of Michigan’s upper 
peninsula. Shortly after midnight, 
the South American will go through 
the Soo Locks, which will raise it 
22 feet from the level of Lake Huron 
to Lake Superior. You'll have a 
better chance to see the locks on 
your return trip—midafternoon on 
Thursday. 

Across Lake Superior 

At 9:30 a.m., on Tuesday, you'll 
arrive at Munising. The school 
band in brilliant red-blue-and-gold 
uniforms will welcome you. It’s 
only a short walk uptown, and 
you'll enjoy shopping for some of 
the articles manufactured here in 
the Land of Hiawatha. You'll be in 
Munising 11% hours. 

In the afternoon, the South Ameri- 
can will enter northern Michigan’s 
Keweenaw Waterway for the sec- 
ond of Tuesday’s two visits ashore. 
At7 p.m., you'll dock at Houghton 
for 114 hours. A school band will 
again be on hand to greet you. 

By early Wednesday morning, 
you’re skirting Lake Superior’s 
north shore. And at 8 a.m., the 
South American will glide under the 
raised center section of Duluth’s 
aerial bridge to dock nearby at the 
foot of Sixth Avenue. 

You’ll have a 54-hour period 
ashore at Duluth, and for those 
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who wish to go sight-seeing there is 
an optional bus trip along the 
beautiful Skyline Drive overlook- 
ing the city. Duluth has a number 
of fine places to eat, most conven- 
ient of which is a de-luxe supper 
club called The Flame, located on 
the waterfront at Fifth Avenue, a 
block east of your ship’s dock. 


Nonstop to the Soo 


You'll leave Duluth at 1:30 p.m., 
Wednesday, and have plenty of 
time the rest of the afternoon and 
Thursday for deck games, horse 
racing, shuffleboard, and sunbath- 
ing in the lee of the ship’s bridge. 
You'll cruise the full length of Lake 
Superior without stopping. 

By 4 p.m., Thursday, your ship 
is tied up in the Canadian locks at 
Saulte Ste. Marie, Ontario, in the 
heart of the world’s busiest ship 
canal. A greater volume of traffic is 
handled here at the Soo than by 
the Panama and Suez canals com- 
bined, and you’ll have a splendid 
close-up view of the operation of 
these locks when your 2,600-ton 
ship is lowered 22 feet from the 
level of Lake Superior to that of 
Lake Huron. This requires only a 
few minutes, and by nightfall, you 
are cruising toward Detroit. 

Friday afternoon finds you ashore 
again on an optional chartered bus 
tour _of Detroit. You'll drive 
through the beautiful new Civic 
Center, the business district, and 
visit Belle Isle with its lovely chil- 
dren’s zoo, botanical gardens, and 
Scott Fountain. When you leave 
Detroit at 5:30 p.m., the South 
American passes under Ambassador 
Bridge connecting the city with 
Windsor, Ontario. The Detroit 
River at this point is the busiest 
waterway in the world. 

Friday evening brings the sec- 
ond installment of the Crew Show 
in the grand salon. And afterward, 
you enjoy sitting out on deck 
watching the stars and blinking 
lights of transport planes as they 
cut across the western end of Lake 
Erie on their way to Detroit. 

Niagara Falls 

On Saturday morning, everyone 
busies himself with preparations 
for another important trip ashore. 
When the South American docks at 
Buffalo at 11:30 a.m., a fleet of 
limousines and taxicabs is waiting 
to take you to Niagara Falls. You'll 
see both the American and Cana- 
dian (Horseshoe) falls, and enjoy 
a visit to Cave of the Winds, the 
Flaming Springs, and Scenic Tun- 
nels, by means of which you can 
walk under the falls and look out 
through giant windows at the roar- 
ing curtain of water cascading 
down from above. Your most 
thrilling view of this mighty spec- 
tacle, however, is from one of the 
Maids of the Mist, two tiny boats 
that brave the currents of the Ni- 
agara River to move upstream al- 
most to the face of the falls.

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A cruise on the Great Lakes 


Your cruise of the Great Lakes is 
nearly over now. The South Amert- 
can moves slowly past the light- 
house and out through the Buffalo 
breakwater early in the evening, 
and you realize that you are on the 
last lap of a vacation you'll never 
forget. In the western sky, the 
planet Venus shines so brightly 
that it casts a brilliant, moonlike 
reflection along the glassy surface 
of the lake. Far to the south, the 
red glow of Buffalo’s steel mills 
lights up that portion of the sky. 

Church services aboard 

And so it draws to a close. There 
will be a brief stop at Cleveland

You and your TEMPER! 
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EVERYONE loses his temper now and then. But how 
often is it ‘normal’ to get mad? 

If you’re a man of average temperament, you prob- 
ably get angry six times a week. If you’re a woman, the 
odds are that you'll lose your temper half as often. Men 
“blow their tops” oftener, probably because they are 
more constantly exposed to situations and individuals 
most calculated to irritate a person. 

That all of us feel like “blowing off steam” occasional- 
ly, poses a problem. Some persons try to solve it by con- 
cealing or “swallowing” their anger. This may make for 
smoother business or social relations, but it has a serious 
drawback. Keeping anger bottled up can result in high 
blood pressure and other stress diseases. 

The best way to deal with the problem is to try to avoid 
situations or persons likely to make you angry. When 
you do get mad, and social or diplomatic considerations 
make it inadvisable for you to express it, find another 
outlet for your anger. Practically any sport entailing 
physical exercise will suffice. A brisk walk will serve ad- 
mirably to release the health-sapping tensions which 
suppressed anger builds up. In short, find an outlet that 
won't result in consequences you may later regret.

No more musty, smoky dra- 
peries and upholstery, or greasy walls and 
ceilings. Count on a kitchen ventilator to get 
rid of cooking smoke, grease, and odors before 
they get a chance to settle. While recommend- 
ed for all homes, a ventilator is a “‘must”’ in a 
home where the kitchen opens into the living 
area or where there’s an activity /eating area 
in the kitchen. Tests show that in one year a 
ventilator will whisk away about 400 pounds 
of grease and dirt. That’s an awful lot of grime 
which would ordinarily stay in the house! 


Your kitchen plan has a say-so 

“Yes,” you say, “I need a ventilator. But 
how do I know which to get for my kitchen?” 

Check the drawings above to see the three 
major kinds according to installation. The 
way your kitchen is built will determine the 
one you can have. The main thing to remem- 
ber is that the ventilator should be close to the 
source of heat. A ventilator in a hood, about 
24 inches directly above the range, will do the 
best job. 

It is also best to exhaust the hot air and 
fumes the shortest distance to the outside. 
Having a range against an outside wall in 
your kitchen would be ideal, because the air 
could be exhausted right through the wall. 

When the ventilator is in an inside wall or 
ceiling, the exhaust can be carried through 
a duct to the roof or the outside wall. Some- 
times, the necessary ductwork is very long. 
When this is so, it’s best to talk with an in- 
stallation dealer to make sure the ducting 
doesn’t lower the efficiency of your ventilator

Tips on choosing the right one 


Ventilators are divided into two general 
classes: the centrifugal and the propeller. 

A special type of centrifugal fan, commonly 
known as “squirrel cage,” should be used 
where air must be forced against considerable 
pressure, as in ducts or against winds. 

The propeller type is suitable for moving 
air directly outdoors, provided there is no 
ductwork beyond the fan. This type can’t 
overcome heavy duct resistance, and there- 
fore works best when installed in an outside 
wall—if direct winds don’t occur there. Direct 
winds can lower the efficiency considerably. 

Some manufacturers market an axial-flow- 
type fan which is suitable in certain locations. 
The manufacturers’ recommendations for in- 
stallation should be followed. 


They come big or small 


Ventilators come in all sizes. So let the 
dealer help you pick out the one that will do 
the best exhaust job for your kitchen. At top 
performance, the ventilator is rated by the 
cubic feet of air it exhausts per minute. There- 
fore, the size ventilator you buy should be in 
proportion to the size of the room. To figure 
out what size to get, divide the number of 
cubic feet of your kitchen by 3. In a 10x12x%- 
foot kitchen, you would need a ventilator that 
could exhaust about 360 cubic feet of air per 
minute.

operation of an air conditioner, the 
answer is no. A ventilator is a 
helpful companion to an air condi- 
tioner. It gets rid of major heat and 
moisture sources in a house and 
reduces the cooling load for the air 
conditioner. 


Spick-and-span 

Sparkling clean is how your ven- 
tilator likes to be. Detergent and 
water will do the trick. Usually, it’s 
a simple process of loosening the 
grill to reach the fan blades, blower 
wheels, and housing. Some venti- 
lators have handy filters or trays to 
trap dirt and grease; removing and 
sudsing them is a snap. 

How often to clean? The period 
varies from three to six months, de- 
pending on how much cooking you 
do—especially pan-frying. 

Choose your price 

Price-wise, ventilators vary with 
the size. Roughly, the range is 
about $26 to $175. This doesn’t in- 
clude ductwork and such accesso- 
ries as dampers, shutters. Labor for 
installation is extra, too. Ask your 
dealer to help you figure out how 
to get the most efficient ventilat- 
ing for your money. 

The operating cost of a kitchen 
ventilator is small. In most cases, 
it takes no more power than a large 
light bulb. 

A tip to keep in mind: Always 
turn on your ventilator before you 
start to cook. This gets rid of smoke 
and heat as it develops. It prevents 
overworking the ventilator, as 
would be the situation after the 
kitchen became saturated.

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The machine that pumps perfect weather 


The big home-size pumps are 
not the only units available. A re- 
versible room-size heat pump was 
brought out in 1953—though win- 
dow-sill cooling units on the heat- 
pump principle have been avail- 


able for some years. The room 
conditioners are still primarily 


cooling machines. But reversed, 
they can handle chilly weather 
down to 45 degrees. 

The room pumps cost about 10 
percent more than ordinary cool- 
ing appliances. For example, one 
$380 window unit sells for $420 
with a heating cycle. Manufactur- 
ers view these small pumps chiefly 
as temperizers—that is, they simply 
put off the time when central heat- 
ing has to be turned on. Of course, 
they’re used year round in milder 
climates. 

A good many novel variations 
on the heat-pump theme are being 
tested. A heat-pump water heater 
works well, but is high in price. 
One manufacturer is working on a 
combined water heater and freez- 
er, with a pump in between. The 
heat pump draws heat out of the 
freezer, and gives it to the hot 
water. 


} how does such a transfer 
take place? Like most really sound 
inventions, the heat pump is an old 
idea. In fact, an electric refriger- 
ator is a heat pump, pumping heat 
out of its storage box and into the 
kitchen. Put your hand over the re- 
frigerator’s exhaust vent, and you 
will feel the heat pour out. Why 
not, reasoned many engineers, re- 
verse that pump? 

To do so, theoretically, would 
mean you could pump heat out of 
the kitchen and into the refriger- 
ator storage box until the latter 
was hot enough to bake a pie. 

Increase the size of the pump, 
and you’ve got a machine to heat 
or cool a whole house. 

There are actually — several 
sources for the heat pump’s heat 
—air, water, the ground, solar en- 
ergy. In colder areas, the ground 
and ground water stay a little 
warmer than the air, making less 
work for the pump to do. But these 
sources require the digging of wells,

The heat pump operates 
on simple principles 


How does the machine work? 
First, you should recall a_ basic 
principle of physics. Every liquid 
has a boiling point, at which it be- 
comes a vapor. Water boils at 212 
degrees. But this is at the pressure 
of the atmosphere we live in, which 
is 15 pounds. If we add to this pres- 
sure, water will get much hotter be- 
fore it will boil. This is how your 
pressure cooker works. The extra 
pressure lets the water in the cook- 
er get hotter, and food cooks faster. 

But take away pressure, and wa- 
ter will boil at a lower temperature. 
For this reason, food cooks more 
slowly in an airplane, where the 
pressure is lower. The water is boil- 
ing, but isn’t as hot. Take away 
enough pressure, and water will 
boil at a temperature at which it 
would ordinarily turn to ice. 

For a rough idea of how the heat 
pump works, picture a closed cir- 
cle of pipe—half the circle outside 
your house, half inside. The circle 
is filled with a liquid similar to that 
used in your refrigerator coils, 
which boils at a very low tempera- 
ture. At the outside half of the cir- 
cle, pressure is kept very, very low 
—about 5 pounds. 

Under this low pressure, the 
liquid is about 10 degrees below 
zero, but it will boil very easily. 
Now, if the outdoor air is at zero, 
10 degrees hotter than the liquid, 
it tends to warm the liquid. (Heat 
always flows from a higher to a 
lower temperature. ) 

Warmed to zero, the liquid is 
under such low pressure that it 
boils. The warm vapor now goes to 
a pump which raises the pressure 
very high—to 100 pounds. This 
concentrates the gas and its heat. 
So, as the gas moves into the in- 
door half of the pipe, it is 190 de- 
grees hot. 


A big fan circulates the indoor 
air over the pipe. Again, heat 
flows from a higher to a lower tem- 
perature, and warm air flows 
through the house. Now the gas is 
cooled enough to liquefy—since 
it’s under high pressure. The liquid 
now goes through an expansion 
valve, where pressure is removed 
once more, down to 5 pounds. This 
has the effect of expanding the liq- 
uid—in a sense spreading its heat 
thin—which leaves it once more a 
cold liquid as it goes to the outer 
half of the pipe, and the cycle is 
begun again. 

What happens in summer? The 
process is reversed. Cold liquid, 
under low pressure, picks up the 
indoor heat and discharges it out 
of doors. 

In actual practice, the coils that 
transfer heat are all inside the heat- 
pump package. One fan blows out- 
door air over one end of the system; 
a second fan blows indoor air over 
the other end. Hooked to a thermo- 
stat, the heat pump automatically 
reverses itself in seconds, or shuts 
itself off when the thermostat is 
satisfied. The temperature of the 
house never varies more than a de- 
gree or two in either direction!

point of talking of nothing else,” 
a friend puts it.

Yet, Mrs. Doud, par- 
ticipating only infrequently in pub- 
lic events, says, “‘It seems to give 
Mamie peace of mind to know I’m 
across the hall in the White 
House.” So she thinks of helping 
Mamie, while Mamie thinks of 
filling in the inevitable loneliness 
of a mother who has lost husband, 
two daughters, and many contem- 
porary friends. 

First ladies have reached the 
White House from many different 
backgrounds. Here’s the pattern 
that made Mamie the admired 
helpmate ofa president. She scoffed 
at the silly remark that she would 
encourage all women to wear bangs 
because she uses them to cover a 
high forehead. She would be first 
to scoff at slavish copying of her 
pattern for becoming a first lady. 

But as you compare her parents’ 
methods with your own, you may 
be helped to answer the question, 
“Am I giving my daughters the 
best training I can for whatever 
life holds in store for them?”

Built-in cabinets serve as both railing and 
storage units. This end of the living area is planned for a study or

After digging, knock soil 
off the roots and pull or cut 
roots into strong divisions.

Pick dead flowers from shrubs to assure no seeds. 

Mulch your roses with any plentiful, cheap material 
such as sawdust, pine needles, or wood chips. 








Soak young azaleas, pittos- 
porums, and other  broad- 
leaf evergreens at least once 
during every week. 

Mulch those planted this 
year, to protect roots from 
summer heat. 

Frequent syringing with a 
hose will also help new plants 
become established. 





Mist azaleas with water twice a week in hot weather 
to help them thrive and to discourage redspider-mites. 

Hoe or cultivate borders and vegetable rows weekly 
to save yourself the labor of pulling weeds later. 











Hurry to finish planting all 
these warm-season vegetables 
—beans, melons, tomatoes, 
and cucumbers. 

Sturdy, well-rooted toma- 
toes, started in wood or fiber 
bands, are a snap to plant. 
Be sure to use about a quart 
of water for each. 

Side-dress your vegetables 
with a balanced plant food 
when plants start to flower. 





Make sure you'll have color in the viola bed by 
sinking potted geraniums between the violas to take 
over when violas finish blooming. 

Dig yellowing clumps of anemones and ranunculus. 
Dry in shade and store them in a cool place until fall.

Government summer jobs 


Federal, not civil, service. These 
jobs do not require civil-service 
exams and are in addition to the 
student-aid program (for college 
undergraduates) and other tem- 
porary openings that do require 
passing a civil-service exam earlier 
in the year. 

The minimum age is usually 18 
years, sometimes 17 or 16. 

The openings vary tremendous- 
ly, from a typist or messenger in a 
local office to a surveyor’s assistant 
in the desert to a fire fighter in a 
national forest. 

Unlike civil-service openings, 
many of these temporary jobs are 
not publicized or offered before 
June. 

Agencies that will probably hire 
the most youngsters this summer 
are the Forest Service, Corps of 
Engineers, Bureau of Public Roads, 
Bureau of Land Management, Fish 
and Wildlife Service, Geological 
Survey, National Park Service, and 
the Bureau of Reclamation. 

Apply at regional or district of- 
fice of each bureau. Some of these 
will be found in the phone book of 
any fair-size city and are usually 
listed under ‘U.S. Government.” 

For forest-service and park-serv- 
ice openings, apply at the supervis- 
or’s office in nearest national forest 
or national park. The supervisors 
hire direct and give preference to 
local high-school students. 

State government. Similar to fed- 
eral, openings will range from tem- 
porary clerks and typists to work 
with state-forestry highway-survey, 
state-park-maintenance, and fish- 
and game-conservation crews. 

City and county government. Jobs in 
park-maintenance, street-construc- 
tion, insect-control work, or as 
swimming-pool attendants or life- 
guards, playground assistants. 


Neighborhood jobs 


Baby-sitting. Competition lessens 
prospects for steady sitting. Offer 
to go along with neighborhood 
families as “‘sitter’’ on their two- 
week vacations. The sitter minds 
the young ones, giving their moth- 
er a true vacation. The girl or boy 
not only draws full weekly wages, 
but enjoys travel and vacation ac- 
tivities with the employer. 

Also, try for junior counselor at 
a boy-scout, girl-scout, Y.M.C.A., 
or civic summer camp—where the 
work is play, literally. 

Apply at nursery schools, to fill 
in while the regular staff goes on 
vacation. 

Your daughter might apply for 
employment as domestic help or 
as companion to an aged person 
while the rest of the family is away. 

Caretaking. Contract to keep a 
number of lawns cut each week. 

Offer a “caretaking package”’ to 
families going on vacation—to 
mow lawn, water flower beds and 
lawn regularly, and even to wash 
all windows on the outside. Or 
combine washing customer’s car 
and cutting his lawn each week.

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The school district may have 
work at a local grade or high school 
—cutting lawns, trimming hedges, 
cleaning play areas, and helping 
the reduced janitor staff. 

Boys with mechanical ability 
might help out at lawnmower-re- 
pair shops or run the larger power 
mowers at cemeteries, civic parks, 
and golf courses. 


Forestry work 

In lumbering regions, there’s 
work gathering pine or fir cones, 
needed by large timber companies 
as seeds for their tree nurseries. 

Expanding tree-farm activity 
among timberland owners will 
probably provide more openings as 
forest-fire lookouts than are offered 
by the Forest Service. The same is 
true of such jobs as fire-trail build- 
ers and tree-nursery helpers. 


For help in job-seeking 

Family and friends are the great- 
est help in obtaining neighborhood 
jobs. For other openings, your stu- 
dent may need outside assistance. 

State employment office. Through- 
out the 48 states, the employment- 
service offices unfortunately do 
vary. Some will help a great many 
youngsters this year. Others have 
poor facilities for any assistance on 
temporary jobs, except perhaps on 
harvesting. 

Local job-finding organizations. In 
many areas, church groups, busi- 
nessmen’s clubs, chambers of com- 
merce, or city officials offer genuine 
help that a teen-ager should not 
overlook. 


High-school advisers or voca- 
tional directors often know of open- 
ings for summer jobs. 

College placement boards are a 
good source of vacation jobs for 
college freshmen, sophomores, and 
juniors. 

Labor unions. Though some do 
not, a good many unions will issue 
temporary work cards to students 
of 17 or 18 years of age. Their busi- 
ness agents often go to unusual ef- 
forts to help the youth find a sum- 
mer opening. 

In a good number of the 26 states 
that have state apprentice coun- 
cils, an interested student of a min- 
imum of 16 or 17 years can work 
through the summer under a for- 
mal apprentice program. For the 
months he works, he receives cred- 
it toward the four years required 
for full journeyman’s rating in the 
skilled trades. 

Help-wanted columns. The daily 
newspaper is, of course, another 
good source of summer-employ- 
ment leads. 


Old enough? 

Minimum age varies consider- 
ably in different states, also for spe- 
cific occupations in each state. May 
differ between vacation and full- 
time employment, and in indus- 
tries under federal regulations. 

For farm work, minimum may 
range from 10 to 14 years. For store 
or factory work, 14 to 16 years is 
the usual minimum. It will prob- 
ably be 18 or more for a hazardous 
industrial job. 

Many states require employ- 


ment certificate or age certificate, 
or both, for students under 18 years 
of age. In such states, the employer 
will refuse anyone without certifi- 
cates as required. 

For reliable information on these 
points, consult your local state em- 
ployment-service office or high- 
school vocational adviser. 


Social security 


No matter what his or her age, a 
boy or girl will probably need a 
social-security number this sum- 
mer. Exceptions are for govern- 
ment jobs, jobs at some nonprofit 
organizations, harvesting, cutting 
lawns, and such. 

On a good many other tempo- 
rary jobs, social security is over- 
looked. But generally, an employer 
will require a social-security num- 
ber. The responsibility for filing the 
number, keeping records, and mak- 
ing deductions is the employer’s.

Interview behavior 


Go alone. Dragging parents or 
pals along to an interview with a 
prospective employer shows lack 
of confidence and cuts into chances. 

Dress properly. For a girl, this 
means a neat outfit and hat—no 
gaudy make-up and no bobby sox. 

For a boy, it doesn’t always 
mean wearing a suit. The best rule 
is to wear what the boss will be 
wearing—a neat suit if seeing him 
in an office, clean work clothes if 
he is a farmer or working in a shop. 

Leave the school-letter sweater 
at home. Many employers consider 
wearing this a sign of immaturity. 

Be prompt. It is only common 
sense to be prompt at an interview, 
to be courteous, and to be honest in 
all statements. Show an interest in 
the job, and avoid relating person- 
al troubles. 

For either a verbal interview or 
written application, the youngster 
should be aware of all personal 
qualifications, abilities, experience, 
or school vocational courses that 
bear on the job. Here’s where a 
parent can help—not in tagging 
along on the interview, but in ad- 
vising how the job seeker can pre- 
sent himself to best advantage. 

He should be able to give names 
and addresses of three persons in 
the locality as references—not the 
names of “‘V.I.P.s’” whom he has 
met once—but of reliable persons 
who know him well.

; mn are few secrets to growing roses, but there are some things 
that can’t be neglected. For best growth, roses need a lot of sun 
at least half a day of direct sun. They grow best in well-drained soil, 
without competition from tree and shrub roots.

Once roses are planted, success depends on three things: plant 
food, water, and pest control. Other things help, but these three 
summer jobs are basic.

You can also hurry fire with 
breeze from hair dryer or tiny elec- 
tric fan, although veteran barbecue 
chefs frown on these helpers. Of 
course, use draft control if your 
barbecue has one. With charcoal, 
don’t poke the fire—that slows it. 

If you don’t use the chimney 
miethod of fire-starting, allow 30 
minutes to an hour for a good bed 
of coals to form before you cook. 

The principles given here also 
apply to outdoor fireplaces. 


How much charcoal? 

Differs with your equipment and 
what you plan to cook. Large 
roasts require more charcoal than 
foods for broiling, as steak or burg- 
ers. Beginner chefs are often too 
ambitious, build too big a fire. 

Estimate your needs and start 
with all the charcoal in the firebox. 
After you’ve built several barbecue 
fires, you’ll be able to gauge the 
amount easily. 

The bed of coals for broiling 
should be just a little larger than 
the area of the food you place on 
the grill. Why waste fuel? A shal- 
low fire is simple to control and is 
sufficient for broiling. No need for 
fire under the whole grill for one 
steak or a few chops. 

For rotisserie cooking, have coals 
a little deeper, and placed slightly 
to rear of spit (see chicken, page 
65). If roast is large, put reserve of 
hot charcoal around edge of fire. 


Is fire ready to cook? 

Only when all flames have died 
down. In daytime, just-right coals 
will look ash gray (see color pic- 
ture, bottom of page 65). After 
dark, they'll have red glow. Don’t 
be tempted to start cooking too soon. 

To be sure temperature is cor- 
rect for broiling steak, place a grid- 
dle thermometer (drawing at top 
of page 175) in center of your grill. 
This little thermometer is a good 
investment at about a buck and a 
half, may save you dollars in meat. 
Don’t confuse it with the meat 
thermometer, shown on page 61. 

Take the thermometer reading 
in 3 or 4 minutes.

you need more heat, add new char- 
coal around edge of fire, as on page 
56, not on top of burning coals. 


Smoke prevention 

Evervone votes ‘‘yes” to hickory 
smoke, but “‘no’”’ to smoke from fat. 

A charcoal fire will smoke till it 
has died down to cooking coals. 
Fat from steaks and chops on grill 
will drip, then smoke. You can less- 
en this by trimming fat off edges 
before broiling. 

When cooking large roast, use 
drip pan underneath (see page 61 
and page 104 for how to make foil 
pan). 

To douse blaze 

Keep handy a clothes sprinkler 
filled with water, to put out flare- 
ups caused by fat drippings. Use 
only enough water to do the trick 

don’t soak the coals. 

At end of picnic, you can dunk 
hot coals in water; then dry out for 
use another time. 

But it’s more fun to enjoy the last 
of those glowing embers to toast 
marshmallows, pop corn, and as a 
warm-up for campfire songs and 
storytelling. 


Smoke-cooking

Soak hickory chips in water or 
dampen hickory sawdust. Let char- 
coal fire burn down to low, even 
heat. Then add damp hickory. 
Place food on grill or spit. Cover 
barbecue tightly, and let ’er cook. 

For quick smoke flavor, do this: 
Toss a few damp hickory chips over 
coals at end of cooking time. We’re 
doing just that in the picture, lower 
left on page 61. Catch a whiff of 
that aroma! 

Another easy way 
flavored finish—especially for an 
indoor barbecue—is to use a com- 
mercial smoke product. Just brush 
liquid smoke or sprinkle smoke salt 
over the meat before cooking, or 
use it in the barbecue sauce.

why I have malathion, methoxy- 
chlor, and three general-purpose 
dusts on the garden shelf. 

Maggie says our sweetpeas are 
no good this year. Trouble is that 
the plant food with which I anoint- 
ed the soil has made the weeds 
grow, too. 

So down on knees, I dug out the 
weeds. Then I put up poles, about 
6 feet apart, and made a lattice 
fence with good, old-fashioned 
binder twine. Now the sweetpeas 
can climb away from the weeds. 


June 15 First of my summer lilies 
in bloom. This is an improved 
variety of the good old sort that I 
call Candlestick lilies. It is an 
orange color. 





Donald made another raid _ here. 
He lugged off all my potato seed 
and nearly 20 pounds of plant food 


June 16 Row of narcissus along 
front of bed where I have mums 
and annuals is now plumb dead 
and died down. So went over this 
lightly with little tiller. Then set 
out a row of petunias—all new 
hybrids—Comanche, Linda, and 
so on—except a few of Fire Chief. 


Sune 17 Donald here to help. He 
went over some more space with 
the tiller. Then we put out another 
planting of sweet corn. Janet 
pinched back the shoots on her 
black-raspberry bushes to about 


June 5. 





12-18 inches to make them spread, 

Little Gary toddled back and 
forth. I had to watch to keep him 
from pulling up the corn. He kept 
trying to poke clods in his mouth, 
too.

Sune 19 David got up early this 
morning.

What do you suppose we had for 
supper tonight? New peas, which 
Maggie picked. New potatoes, 
which I dug. I was astonished at 
how big the potatoes were. 


Sune 20 Tomorrow, I leave ona 
long business trip. So did labor to- 
day to get everything shipshape. 

David helped. Between us, we 
cultivated about everything on the 
place. 


Sune 29 Back home about 5 from 
that long trip. Doggonit, the lawn 
hasn’t been mowed. Weeds have 
sprung up all over rose beds, flower 
beds, and vegetables.

Women want to help 


Most women regard a husband's 
private outpoul Ings as both ac a 
pliment and a sacred trust. hey 
want to keep posted on his current 
concerns, far less from feminine 
curiosity than from an honest desire 
to help. Husbands profit vastly 
once they realize this and take ad- 
vantage of it. Quite apart from the 
sympathetic shoulder we have al- 
ready mentioned, the sheer relief 
from tension, they quite frequently 
reap a fresh perspective and a fund 
of new ideas. 

Two heads are nearly always 
better than one; particularly two 
heads in the same household. In 
husband or in wife, each has a kind 
of other self. At the same time, he 
may have a surprisingly astute 
partner able to steer him toward a 
wise solution. And, just batting an 
issue around with someone who 
knows your quirks is often the 
magic key that unlocks your own 
ideas. 

Another reward of talking to 
your mate is the feeling of signifi- 
cance it gives. All of us have mo- 
ments when we feel shy and inade- 
quate. It’s consoling to realize that 
there’s at least somebody who thinks 
you're wonderful, who'll hang on 
your every word. That, precisely, 
is the role every husband or wife 
should fulfill, the dependable audi- 
ence that each of us so deeply 
craves. This does not mean that 
either is justified in sounding off at 
length, holding the floor. Nor that 
the other must alwavs agree. But, 
married companionship should 
guarantee to each ample opportuni- 
ties to express himself without 
heckling or criticism, without too 
many interruptions, without a 
bored, preoccupied attitude on the 
part of the other, without that most 
painful blow of all: being cut off or 
deserted midway. 


Women are better listeners 

Men deserve a jacking up on 
that score. For all women’s failings, 
they’re still better listeners than 
men. They’ve got to be! It’s part of 
the very technique of femininity— 
getting a man and keeping him. 
Men, by contrast, are used to 
transmitting orders, and many of 
them must make speeches. Their 
livelihood, in many instances, de- 
pends on their articulateness. And 
many times, the very ones who 
rightly expect, and get. a sympa- 
thetic hearing at home, have small 
patience or understanding when 


the wife tries for a hearing of her 
own.

Now, all this talk about freedom 
of expression is not to be taken to 
mean that silence isn’t golden in 
the home. It is, indeed. People 
don’t have to be yammering at 
each other constantly to achieve 
true understanding. There are 
times aplenty when we all prefer to 
be let alone. 


Learn how to listen 


\n entire household gains when 
parents really enjoy talking to each 
other. The pattern of self-expres- 
sion is there for children to emu- 
late. And the mother and father 
who have learned how to listen in 
their own sphere are __ better 
equipped to listen without ridicule 
or impatience to the often fantastic 
outpourings of their young. 

Enjoyable talk at the table is 
quite as important as good, tasty 
food upon it. Before that kind of 
talk can come, however, both par- 
ents must have learned at least 
something of the satisfying art of 
really talking to each other. Being 
conversationally matched is as im- 
portant to married happiness as 
being mated emotionally. When 
we have succeeded in teaching 
young people to pick their partners 
with this in mind, we'll have far 
more happy homes. But even when 
talking things over doesn’t come 
naturally, these suggestions will 
help to achieve that end, with all 
its many dividends: 

1. Draw each other out, and 
really listen to what is said. 

2. Make the other one feel he’s 
genuinely interesting to you. 

3. Discover your conversational 
faults and try to correct them, so 
that youll be more interesting to 
him. 

4. Keep your emotions under 
control. 

5. Seek interests you both can 
share and discuss. 

6. Feel free to discuss your trou- 
bles, but don’t make the other a 
constant wailing wall. Tell him or 
her the good things, too. 

7. Listen attentively to your chil- 
dren; encourage them to express 
themselves freely to both of you. 

8. Respect the desire for privacy 
and silence. Sometimes what isn’t 
said contributes as much to har- 
mony as all the enriching chords.
